Mars is crossed by great yellow 
clouds of toxic smog. 
If so, it could mean that 
earth’s last chance of finding a 
life-supporting planet in this so­ 
lar system is gone. 
Some astronomers have con­ 
jectured 
that 
the 
yellowish 
clouds seen on Mars are mostly 
dust, and the planet’s whites 
and blues have been associated 
with snow and water. 
But Drs. 
Sebastian Karrer 
and Carl C. Kiess reported to­ 
day evidence that the clouds are 
mostly gases of compounds of 
oxygen and nitrogen—the same 
eye-burning, choking, toxic gas­ 
es of earth’s smog. 
They split the light from the 
planet’s 
telescopic 
image 
by 
powerful 
spectroscopic 
tech- 
rvques and found the pattern 
that is yielded by the gas nitro­ 
gen dioxide. 
Nitrogen dioxide—a partner­ 
ship of one nitrogen atom and 
two of oxygen—appears yellow 


—and in dense concentrations 
looks brownish yellow changing 
to blue and white in frozen 
forms. 
Scientists — intent on search­ 
ing the distant Martian world 
f«T signs of life—have looked 
for traces of water suggested 
by changing color patten s, and 
blues and whites on the planet. 
Karrer is a chemical consult­ 
ant, a pioneer in the early proc­ 
esses that enabled U.S. industry 
to reap nitrogen from the at 
biosphere where it is some 78 
per cent or the earth’s gases. 
Kiess is an 
astronomer 
at 
Georgetown 
College 
Observa­ 
tory. 
Mars and Venus ate earth’s 
closest n°’ghbors. Scientists in 
search of life on other planets 
have concentrated on them for,

It h e a r s the title, 
"Ohio’s Bounty Sy stem in the 
Civil Wa r.” 
Murdock presents a vivid a c­ 
count of the fa ilures a nd fra ud 
tha t grew out of the recruiting 
sy stem devised tc fill the North­ 
ern ra nks a fter the blood of 
Civil Wa r conflict ha d ta ken the 
gla mour from volunteering. 
When Lincoln ca lled for 75,- 
(XX) troops in April 1861, Ohio 
a lone ha d enough volunteis to 
fill the entire quota . Murdock 
points out. But, a y ea r a nd a 
ha lf la ter, the federa l govern­ 
ment found it necessa ry to pa ss 
a dra ft la w to ra ise a n a rmy . 
Murdock’s resea rch turned up 
one Ma rietta ma n who cla imed 
exemption for a 
multitude of 
phy sica l a ilments ra nging from 
"my bowles a re wrong side up” 
to "rheuma tism in the left ea r.” 
Another dra ftee in Toledo a sked 
to be excused beca use he ha d 
“ terrible fits,” The doctor a sk 
ed him to ha ve one. which he 
did, Murdock reports. 
The 
extent 
of 
eva sion, 
or 
"skeda ddling” a s it wa s ca lled, 
is revea led in the sta tistics of 
the four Civil Wa r dra fts for 
a ll Northern sta tes. Of the 776,- 
829 na mes dra wn, writes Mur­ 
dock, 161,244, or slightly over 
20 per cent, fa iled to report. 
So ma ny dra ft dodgers fled 
to Ca na da tha t in November 
1863 some 5,000 of them held a 
convention" in Nia ga ra Fa lls, 
Onta rio.

loca l a nd priva te bounties in a d­ 
dition to federa l a nd, in some 
ca ses, sta te enlistment bonuses. 
By 1863, it wa s possible for 
a ma n to collect multiple bonus­ 
es of more tha n $1,000 by join 
ing the a rmy . For them like 
Thoma s Ry a n, who joined a nd 
deserted 30 times before his ex­ 
ecution, the tempta tion to jump 
the bounty a nd collect a nother 
wa s too grea t. 
Litera lly .jumping from tra ins 
wa s a fa vonte form of deser 
tion, Murdock reports. In one 
incident he describes, a tra in 
of 300 recruits left Tod Ba rra cks 
in Columbus, Ohio, for Na shville 
in December 1864. Before the 
tra in rea ched Cincinna ti 9 7 ha d 
deserted. And, in August 1863, 
two sha ckled-toRether deserters 
lea ped from a Da y ton - bound 
tra in a nd ma de good their es­ 
ca pe. 
Then there were the bounty 
brokers. 
Murdock describes them a s a 
‘ba nd of unscrupulous middle­ 
men who . . . ma de immense 
profits 
by 
convincing 
na ive 
y oung men tha t they could re­ 
ceive la rge sums of money by 
permitting the brokers to a r­ 
ra nge for their enlistm ent.” 
One unscrupulous broker in 
Lima . Ohio, induced a 17-y ca r- 
old country boy to enlist for 
$700. The broker took the $700, 
bought the boy $40 worth of sup­ 
plies. ga ve him $10, a nd prom­ 
ised to send the rema ining $650 
to his fa ther. The broker wa s 
one of the few who wa s exposed 
a nd a rrested. 
The cla use in the Enrollment 
Act tha t permitted a ma n to 
hire a substitute produced much 
of the brokers’ business. 
So va lua ble were substitutes 


during the la st months of th« 
wa r tha t one Negro who wa s 
brought to Chillicothe, Ohio, a s 
a dra ftee’s substitute for $350 
wa s a uctioned for a fa nta stic 
$1,200 when word got a round 
tha t 
he 
wa s 
a va ila ble 
a s 
a 
"sub,” Murdock reports. 
Despite the ills of the bounty 
recruiting sy stem . M u r d o c k 
writes tha t 300,OCX) Ohioa ns did 
serve the Union loy a lly a nd well 
during the Civil Wa r. 
"In brief, it wa s a n odd a nd 
unsa tisfa ctory wa y to ra ise a n 
a rm y ,” he concludes, "But we 
did lea rn tha t universa l con­ 
scription wa s the only fa ir a nd 
effective wa y to build a citizens’ 
a rm y .”

'Grand Carnival of Corruption'

MARIETTA, Ohio (AP)—Dr 
Eugene C. Murdock, profesor 
of history at Marietta College, 
has taken a long look at the 
Civil War recruiting process, 
and concludes that it became 
‘one grand carnival of corrup­ 
tion.” 
The professor has written a 
booklet as one of a series of 
publications produced for the 
Ohio Civil War Centennial Com­ 
mission by the Ohio Historical 
Society. It b e a r s the title, 
Ohio’s Bounty System in the 
Civil War.” 
Murdock presents a vivid ac­ 
count of the failures and fraud 
that grew out of the recruiting 
system devised tc fill the North­ 
ern ranks after the blood of 
Civil War conflict had taken the 
glamour from volunteering. 
When Lincoln called for 75,- 
000 troops in April 1861, Ohio 
alone had enough volunters to 
fill the entire quota, Murdock 
points out. But, a year and a 
half later, the federal govern­ 
ment found it necessary to pass 
draft law to raise an army. 
Murdock’s research turned up 
one Marietta man who claimed 
exemption for a multitude of 
physical ailments ranging from 
‘‘my bowles are wrong side up” 
to ‘‘rheumatism in the left ear.” 
Another draftee in Toledo asked 
to be excused because he had 
‘‘terrible fits.” The doctor ask­ 
ed him to have one, which he 
did, Murdock reports. 
The 
extent of evasion, 
or 
‘‘skedaddling” as it was called. 
is revealed in the statistics of 
the four Civil War drafts for 
all Northern states. Of the 776,- 
829 names drawn, writes Mur­ 
dock, 161,244, or slightly over 
20 per cent, failed to report. 
So many draft dodgers fled 
to Canada that in November 
1863 some 5,000 of them held a 
“ convention” in Niagara Falls, 
Ontario. Aparently remorseful 
for their treason, they adopted 


a petition asking Washington 
amnesty. It was denied. 
But staying out of the army 
and making a business of join­ 
ing it are different matters and 
it is the latter that produces 
some of Murdock’s most inter­ 
esting material. 
The bounty system that made 
desertion profitable was foster­ 
ed by the 1863 Enrollment Act 
which placed troops quotas on 
state districts. 
Fierce 
competition 
between 
districts for recruits prompted

local and private bounties in ad­ 
dition to federal and, in some 
cases, state enlistment bonuses. 
By 1863, it was possible for 
a man to collect multiple bonus­ 
es of more than $1,000 by join 
ing the army. For them like 
Thomas Ryan, who joined and 
deserted 30 times before his ex­ 
ecution, the temptation to jump 
the bounty and collect another 
was too great. 
Literally jumping from trains 
was a favorite form of deser­ 
tion, Murdock reports. In one 
incident he describes, a train 
of 300 recruits left Tod Barracks 
in Columbus, Ohio, for Nashville 
in December 1864. Before the 
train reached Cincinnati 97 had 
deserted. And, in August 1863, 
two shackled-together deserters 
leaped from a Dayton - bound 
train and made good their es­ 
cape. 
Then there were the bounty 
brokers. 
Murdock describes them as a 
‘band of unscrupulous middle­ 
men who . . . made immense 
profits 
by 
convincing 
naive 
young men that they could re­ 
ceive large sums of money by 
permitting the brokers to ar­ 
range for their enlistment.” 
One unscrupulous broker in 
Lima, Ohio, induced a 17-year- 
old country boy to enlist for 
$700. The broker took the $700, 
bought the boy $40 worth of sup­ 
plies, gave him $10, and prom­ 
ised to send the remaining $650 
to his father. The broker was 
one of the few who was exposed 
and arrested. 
The clause in the Enrollment 
Act that permitted a man to 
hire a substitute produced much 
of the brokers’ business. 
So valuable were substitutes 


during the last months of the 
war that one Negro who was 
brought to Chillicothe, Ohio, as 
a draftee’s substitute for $350 
was auctioned for a fantastic 
$1,200 when word got around 
that he was available as a 
“sub,” Murdock reports. 
Despite the ills of the bounty 
recruiting system, M u r d o c k 
writes that 300,000 Ohioans did 
serve the Union loyally and well 
during the Civil War. 
“ In brief, it was an odd and 
unsatisfactory way to raise an 
army,” he concludes. “But we 
did learn that universal con­ 
scription was the only fair and 
effective way to build a citizens’ 
army.”

Making of the President I960,” 
a 90-minute ABC special next 
Sunday night, probably is the 
most 
expensive 
documentary 
ever produced for television 
David L. Wolper, head of the 
company that made the special, 
estimates the cost of translating 
Theodore H. White’s best-selling 
book into a television program 
at around $400,000. One of Wol- 
per’s first moves was to sign up 
White to write the script. 
The 
program 
is 
a 
careful 
study of the compelling fortes 
and activities of the 1960 presi­ 
dential campaign *hat resulted 
in the election of John F. Ken­ 
nedy and the defeat of Richard 
M. Nixon. 
Researchers 
gathered 
film 
and tape from more than 500 
sources, had cooperation from 
the press secretaries of bnth 
candidates and access to Dri- 
\ ately owned film footage of 
others. It took a year and a half 
to round up the footage. 
After the program was f*n- 
irhed, 
edited 
and

for 
broadcast, President 
Kennedy 
was assassinated. Wolper and 
ABC decided to go ahead with 
the program although at some 
points the portraits oi the two 
candidates are not completely 
flattering. 
In a brief prologue, White 
wrote: “We nave left (the pro­ 


gram) as it was then. believing 
'hat the noble profession of poll 
tics and the men who aspired 
to lead us are greater in candid 
recollection. ’ 
Lyndon B Johnson was one of 
the serious contenders for the 
Democratic 
presidential nomi­ 
nation and the progiam ’s inter 
pupation of his strength are 
weakness as a vote getter and 
his skill at political maneuvei- 
ir.g are explored with this same 
candor. All this is especially in­ 
teresting at a time when the

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—The 
Ohio Supreme Court has been 
asked to intervene in the water 
war between Cincinnati and the 
Butler Water Conservancy Dis­ 
trict. 
Cincinnati filed a petition in 
the high court Thursday, asking 
that the district be prohibited 
nom barring Cincinnati’s use of 
a well field near the Great Mia 
River. Robert L. M arrs, Butler 
County prosecutor and counsel 
for the district, said he would 
file a demurrer. 
In its petition, Cincinnati said 
the district was exceeding its 
authority because the Conserv­ 
ancy Act deals only with sur­ 
face water. The dispute involves 
underground wells near Ross in 
Butler County. 
Butler C o u n t y authorities 
claim that their area would suf­ 
fer in the long run if Cincinnati 
were allowed to pump water 
from the wells. Cincinnati offi­ 
cials say this is not true. Both 
sides quote expert opinions. 
A suit to enjoin Cincinnati 
from using the well field is 
pending in Butler County Com­ 
mon Pleas Court. M arrs said 
Thursday night that the Dec. 30 
hearing on the suit by the dis­ 
trict will be continued until the 
Supreme Court has acted.
